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Rusk to See 


Gromyko on 
Berlin Crisis 
This Week 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko will begin talks 
Thursday on the possibility of 
an East-Wegt settlement of the 
Berlin crisis, it was announced 
Tuesday. 

US. sources disclosed that 
Gromyko would be Iusk's guest 
at lunch at the Secretary's 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel suite. 

Both foreign ministers will 
be accompanied by a few of 
their diplomatic staffs in the 
first round of the talks that 
President John F. Kennedy said 
were a necessary prerequisite to 
a new summit conference on 
Berlin, 

Rusk held a long conference 
Tuesday at the headquarters of 
the U.S. mission to the United 
Nations with the Earl of Home, 
Britain’s Foreign Secretary, U.S. 
sources said they discussed U.N. 
affairs in a talk that ‘ ‘covered 
everything under the sun.’ 

Authoritative sources said 
Rusk’s special adviser on Sov- 
jet affairs, Charles E. Bohlen, 
made the initial approach for 
the Thursday meeting in a 
rivate talk on the floor of the 

nited Nations General Assem- 
bly with Soviet U.N. Ambassador 
Valerian A. Zorin. 

Zor’n was understood to have 
indicated that Thursday wouid 
be satisfactory but asked time 
to check directly with Gromy- 
ko. 

Rusk is expected to warn 
Gromyko at the meeting, the 
first in a series, that the West- 
ern Allies do not intend to nego- 
tiate on the Berlin problem 
urder threats or further pres- 
eure. 

An authoritative source said 
Rusk’s conferences with Gromy- 
ko are expected to be in the 
nature of “a probing operation” 
to learn the Soviet’s intentions. 

When the Western foreign 
ministers met last week in 
Washington, they agreed that 
Rusk should meet the Soviet 
Foreign Minister to find out 
whether there exists any pos 
sibility of full-scale East-West) 
negotiations on conditions of} 
“mutual respect.”

Gromryko of two Allied condi- 
poe for any Berlin negotia- 


* ‘Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, must agree to a 
broader basis for discussions, | 
dropping his_ insistence 
talks be limited to working out 
his proposed peace treaty with 
Communist East Germany, 
which would isolate the Allied 
powers in their Red-encircied 
enclave in West Berlin.

Despite Opposition 
Adenauer 


Accepts 


Offer to Keep Post 


BONN (UPI) — Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer Tuesday ac- 
cepted his party's request to 
stay in office despite opposition 
from a minority party that holds 
the balance of power in West 
German politics. 


Adenauer’s Christian Demo 
cratic Union (CDU) said the 85- 
year-old Chancellor has been 
asked to lead negotiations for a 
coalition with the Free Demo- 
cratic Party (FDP). 


But the FDP said Tuesday 
that Adenauer must quit unless 
he is content to lead a minority 
Government. The FDP has re- 
peatedly demanded that Aden- 
auer be succeeded by his eco- 
nomics minister, Ludwig Er- 
hard. 


The Social Democratic Party 
(SPD) already has refused to 


join a coalition with the CDU, 


which lost its parliamentary 
majority in Sunday's elections. 

The Free Democrats increased 
their seats In the Lower House 
of Parliament from 411 to 66, 
which boosted them into the 
powerful position of a political 
level in coalition talks. 


FDP Chairman Erich Mende 
indicated he would reject any 
offer to join a coalition with 
Adenauer even if he remained 
Chancellor for an interim peri- 
od. CDU sources said it was 
possible Adenauer would relin- 
quish his reins to Erhard after 
the Berlin crisis subsides. 

“We are not prepared to ac- 
cept any deadlines or interim 
periods,” Mende said. Asked if 
Adenauer’s age were his objec- 
tion, Mende replied: “One can- 
not In the case of a man like 
Konrad Adenauer differentiate 
between age and policies.”

U.S. Unifies 
Army, Air 


Commands 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert 5S. Mc- 
Namara Tuesday announced the 
combining of the United States 
Army’s “fire brigade” Strategic 
Army Corps and the Air Force's 
tactical air units undér an 
Army general command. 


The new unified command, 
under study for many months 
dating back before the Berlin 
crisis, Will bring together 115,- 
000 army troops in three divi- 
sions and 50,000 men now in 


the Tactical Air Command. 
There are about 1,800 planes in 
TAC. 


McNamara told a news con- 
ference that the decision to 
establish this new unified com- 
mand by President Kennedy 
was based on studies conducted 
by the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
on McNamara’s recommenda- 
tions. 


The new command, to be 


headed by Lt. Gen. Paul Dewitt, 


will include America’s two para- 
troop divisions—the 172nd at Ft. 
Bragg. N.C., and the 101st at 
Fort Campbell, Ky., and the Air 
Force’s Tactical Air Command 


units under Gen. Frank 
Everest. 
McNamara also announced 


the callup of another 73.000 re- 
servists ,including two National 
Guard divisions, to active duty 
Oct. 15 in the military buildup 
touched off by the Berlin crisis. 

The guard divisions were the 
32nd Infantry of Wisconsin and 
the 49th Armored of Texas. 
The action brought to more 
than 150,000 the number of re- 
servists untier orders to report 
for duty next month, 


Kosaka Tells U.S. 
Of Mikoyan Failure 


NEW YORK (Kyodo) — For- 
eign Minister Zentaro Kosaka 
told the Japan-U.S. Society here 
Tuesday Soviet Deputy Premier 
A. IL. Mikoyan failed in his at 
tempt to alienate Japan and the 
United States during his visit 
to Tokyo in August. 

Kosaka said Mikoyan tried to 
stir up public opinion in Japan 
by charging that the Japan-U-S. 
Security Treaty prevented the 
conclusion of a peace treaty be- 


tween Japan and the Soviet 
Union. 
But he said the Japanese 


press and public showed no re- 


sponse and upheld the security |. 


treaty. 

Kosaka said the voice of a 
well-organized minority had 
drowned out the voice of the 
unorganized majority at the 
time of the uproar over the 
security treaty in June 1960. 


Russian Vessel Rams 
Japanese Fishing Ship 


SAPPORO (Kyodo)—Japanese 
fishermen in Sapporo expressed 
strong indignation yesterday 
over a “hit-and-run” act alleged- 
ly committed against a Japanese 
fishing boat by a Soviet vessel 
in waters off Habomai Island, 
east of Nemuro, Hokkaido, Tues- 
day. 

News of the Soviet action was 


brought back Tuesday by the 10 


crewmen of the 29-ton crab fish- 
ing boat No. 23 Hamado Maru, 
which was mvoived in the colli- 
sion. 

According to the returning 
crewmen, the Hamado Maru was 
sailing at a point 25 kilometers 


southeast of the Habomai group 


of islands when a Soviet fishing 


vessel of about 250 tons appear- 


ed from the opposite direction at 
around 4 a.m. Tuesday. 


They said the Russian ship 
suddenly veered to the right 
and headed toward the Hamado 
Maru. 


The Japanese boat was unable 
to avoid a col n. 

As a result the collision, 
the Japanese said the starboard 
side of the Hamado Maru was 


damaged and the engine room 
started to leak, 


They said they yelled to the 
Soviet vessel for help but it dis- 
appeared in the southwest. 

Fortunately, the Fuku Maru, 
a sister ship, picked up a dis- 
tress message and came to tlre 


rescue of the Hamado Maru. 


Union is persistently conducting 
one nuclear test after another, 
while failing to make any reply 
to the strong protest of the 
Japanese Government.”

His statement followed a brief 
wreath-laying ceremony honor- 
ing the dead U.N. leader in the 
| modernistic St. Andrews Non- 
| conformists Church. U.N., Brit- 
| ish, Rhodesian and Swedish dig- 
nitaries—some with tears in 
their eyes—had slowly stepped 
past the brown wooden coffin 
adorned with silver mountings. 


U.N. negotiator Mahmoud 
Khiari of Tunisia told news- 
men: 


“I cannot say whether we are 
any closer to or further from a 
ceasefire at this stage. It was 
the wish of the Secretary Gen- 
,eral that we should bring. an 
end to this stupid struggle, and 
that is what we are trying to 
do.” 


Khiari said he“had no fixed 
time for leaving the Ndola nego- 
tiations. 

“Maybe I'll go tomorrow or 


maybe the day after,” he told 
reporters. 
After answering newmen’s 


questions, Tshombe was escort- 
ed by police to the airport con- 
trol tower where his ceasefire 


talks with U.N. officials took 
piace. 
An aide told the newsmen 


that fighting is continuing “not 
only in Elisabethville' but 
throughout Katanga.

The prosecutors office an- 
nounced that Narahashi, the 
then Transportation Minister, 


was suspected of receiving “con- 
siderable amount” of money 
from Soichiro Takishima, rep- 
resentative of the Bushu Rail- 
way construction in west Sai- 
tama Prefecture, early 1959. 


The application for construc- 
tion of the 62.32-kilometer rail- 
Way was submitted to Nara- 
hashi in Januafy 1959, and was 
put to the Transportation Coun- 
cil of the ministry in Novem- 
ber that year. The final ap- 
proval for the construction was 
granted July 11; 


Takishima allegedly scattered 
bribes totaling some ¥100 mil- 
lion among several “influential” 
Diet members, including Nara- 
hashi, in an attempt to promote 
approval of the project, accord- 
sng to investigations. 

Takishima and eight other 
persons have already been ar- 
rested on charges of destroying 
evidence, forgery of private 
documents and offering bribes.

Keidanren

The powerful Federation of 
Economic Organizations (Kei- 
danren) yesterday appealed to 
the ruling Liberal- Semacratic 
Party to limit fiscal 1962's 
economic growth rate to 7 per 
cent. The Government, under 
its present economic policy, has 
forecast a 9 per cent growth 
rate for the three years begin- 
ning fiscal 1961, 

Keidanren Vice Chairmen Ko- 
goro Vemura and Arakazu Ojima 
told the Tory’s Economic Re- 
search Committee in Tokyo that 
the deteriorating 
payments balance must be re- 
versed before the stepped up 
economic growth can be 
realized. 

According to present Govern- 
ment estimates the payments 
account will be $1,000 million in 
the red on its overall interna- 
tional ledger and $600 million 
in its trade account for fiscal 
1961. 

Keidanren leaders insisted on 
the need for revising the Gov- 
ernment’s economic growth 
estimate at least for the next 
fiscal year as well as for efforts 
to hold down trade deficits for 
that year to $200 million at the 
most,

Tunisian Appeals 


for Disarmament, 
End to N-Testing 


UNITED NATIONS 
(UPI) — Mongi Slim of 
Tunisia, elected Wednes- 
day as the General Assem- 
bly’s first President from 
Africa, took office with an 
appeal for disarmament 
and cessation of nuclear 
tests. 


Slim was unanimously elect- 
ed, succeeding Frederick H. 
Boland of Ireland. 


He also is prominently men- 
tionetl as a possible interim 
administrator for the United 
Nations in place of Secretary 
General. Dag Hammarskjold, 
who was killed last Sunday.

Jamaica Quits

Pilgrims Escape Death 
In Irish Crash Landing 


DUBLIN (UPI) — Sixty-nine 
pilgrims, returning from 
the Roman “Catholic shrine ‘at 
Lourdes, France, escaped with 
scratches Tuesday night when 
their. airliner crash-landed in 
driving rain at Dublin Airport. 

“It was indeed a miracle that 
no one was killed,” airport em- 
ploye John O’Lary said as the 
pilgrims clambered from the 
plane. 

The. plane, carrying 69 pil- 
grims and a crew of four, over- 
shot the runway while landing, 
seemed to lift into the air, 
skidded and came to rest ath- 
wart the main Dublin-Belfast 
road. 

The plane was a chartered 
four-engine DC4 owned by Star- 
ways Airlines. Although the ac- 
cident occurred in heavy rain 
and fog, the plane did not tilt 
and came to rest squarely on 
its wheels. 

There were no serious in- 
juries.. Officials said some of 
the pilgrims suffered minor 
scratches and bruises. They 
were treated at the airport med- 
ical center while buses stood 
ready to take them to their 
homes.

Return to Kushiro 


KUSHIRO (Kyodo)—A grou 
of 65 Japanese fishermen includ- 
ing 9 boys, released from Soviet 
captivity in the southern Kurile 
islands, returned here Tuesday 
night aboard the 350-ton patrol 
ship Yubarl. 


They were handed over to 
the Japanese patrol vessel by 
Soviet authorities in Anama 
Bay of Shikotan Island earlier 
the same day. 


Among the juvenile detainees 
returned were three high 
school boys. They had been 
among the Japanese fishermen 
captured by the Russians while 
gathering tangle, an edible sea- 
weed, off the eastern tip of 
Hokkaido on Aug. 23. The other 
six boys of about the same age 
had been aboard the 69-ton 
Sachi Maru No. 5, a Hokkaido 
government fishery survey boat, 
seized recently. 


The nine boys said they had 
been confined together with two 
boys who had been released re- 
cently on Shikotan Island. They 
were put to forced labor, such 
as carrying lumber. ‘However, 
the Soviet soldier guards ~ at 
their detention camp were 
“quite friendly,” they said.

The Prime Minister expressed 
his regret that such moves 
among Japanese business and 
industrial circles are proving a 
“serious impedient” to the Gov- 
ernment’s efforts to regulate 
banking activities and improve 
Japan's deteriorating interna- 
tional accounts. 

The agreement between Gov- 
ernment and banking circles to 
make Japanese industries 
reducé their expansion program 
by 10 per cent during this 
fiscal year has not been too well 
observed “according to my 
own checks,” he said. 

The recent increase in Japa- 
nese bank lendings is “simply 
excessive,” he said.

| Bank of Japan authorities must 
carefully watch against such 
banking activities, Ikeda 
continued. Also all such “un- 
desirable developments” could 
be attributed to the revival of 
former zaibatsu groups. 

Banks are being forced to 
extend loans to large industrial 
firms or traders forming new 
postwar versions of the defunct 
zaibatsu, he said. 

Ikeda asserted that such at- 
tempts to resurrect former 
financial-industrial groups were 
“anachronistic.” 

“It is not the time now for 
Japanese industries to indulge 
in hot competition with each 
other by forming such groups,” 
he said, citing examples of 
West European nations which 
have already advanced to the 
stage of national division of 
production through their Com- 
mon Market system.

“Honey Moon” (Piccadilly 
from Saturday) is Michael Po- 
well’s third (The Red Shoes, 
The Tales of Hoffman) dance 
film and England's first 70 mm., 
starring this time Antonio, the 
absolute monarch of Spain’s and 
perhaps contemporary Europe's 
dance world, gece teamed 
with Ludmil Tcherina and 
Leonide Massine. 


The film has a nominal story. 
Tcherina, a successful ballerina, 
has just got married to her Eng- 
lish manager Anthony Steel and 
the couple are honeymooning in 
sunny Spain, doing the sights. 
Antonio is also on the road, 
driving with Rosita Segovia, his 

rime ballerina, but after a4 
overs’ quarrel, gets thrown out 
of the car. 

To pass his time he does his 

delightfu. Zapateado, spellbind- 
ing his sidewalk audiences with 
his magical steps. The young 
couple happen to pass by and 
he conveniently hops in the 
back seat of their car.- He 
leads them to a bar in the town 
of Toro and entertains them 
casually with a Flamenco which 
he dances in company with Car- 
mén Rojas, a member of his 
own company. The couple are 
still ignorant of his identity. in 
Madrid, they finally catch up 
from the numerous posters an- 
nouncing his coming produc- 
tions. 
' But it is worth noting that 
Tcherina is interested in Anto- 
nio as a dancer, not as a hero. 
Long before they reach Madrid, 
the Flamenco he danced with 
the rustic maid has aroused her 
passion for dancing which she 
is supposed to have given up. 
So the eternal theme of the art- 
ist's dilemma eme ce 
between Art and Life. 

The bride’s spontaneity as a 
human being is now inhibited 
by her passionate sense of obli- 
gation to two worlds—the world 
of her art and the moral world 
represented by her husband.

why she flares up, in one scene, 
accusing him of being vulgar. 
Simple and conventional though 
the pictorial device is, producer- 
director Powell likes to keep 
it on a line as basic as the emo- 
tional meaning of the dances he 
features in it. 

“El Amor Brujo”"—Love the 
Magician—one of the two bal- 
lets featured in this film is per- 
formed against the setting of 
the ragged Sierra Nevada. An- 
tonio and Rosita Segovia are 
gypsy lovers passionately as- 
serting their newly found selves 
after the death of the first lover 
(Leonide Massine) by duel. But 
the girl's dead lover keeps 
haunt.ng her. On the advice of 
the village prophetess, they try 
to drive away the spirit through 
the fire dance organized by the 
tribe but are unsuccessful. So, 
with more practical wisdom, 
they hire a pretty tavern maid 
(Carmen Rojas) to lure the 
ghost away, remembering that 
the deceased was fond of 
women, 

The tactics turn out to be ef- 


fective and the lovers live hap- 
plily ever after. Leonide Mas- 
sine in his unearthly role 
dances with wit and elegance 
in pale greenish illumination. 
Antonio appears with almost a 
full company whirling around 
him through the fiery dance se- 
quences into the glorious cele- 
bration of the triumphant lov- 
ers. The entire ballet is his 
own creation, and the 
sive charm of his personality, 
his magnificent freedom and in- 
timate elegance make him a 
hypnotically shining figure 
throughgut, 

“The Lovers of Teruel” (cho- 
reography by Leonide Massine) 
shows off Tcherina as a drama- 
tic dancer. The dances are per- 
formed in the context of the 
sick girl’s feverish dream in an 
inn of Teruel, a provincial vil- 
lage where the Saracen legend 
of the dead lovers is told, evok- 
ing the days of Moorish inva- 
sion. The legend is danced out 
with enchanting tenderness by 
Tcherina.

‘The Naked Edge’ 


The promoters of “The Naked 
Edge” (Togeki, Pantheon, Mila- 
noza from Saturday) have an- 
nounced that no one will be ad- 
mitted during the last 13 min- 
utes of each running of this film 
and that those already inside 
are strictly warned not to dis- 
close what went on during the 
same footage when they get out. 

To what extent such a public- 
ity stunt is justified or not is a 
matter of opinion and everyone 
is entitled to his own point of 
view. But what makes this film 
a little more interesting than 
the average whodunit in cel- 
luloid is somewhat different 
from what makes Max Ehriich’s 
novel, “First Train to Babylon,” 
on which the film is based, a 
fairly good thriller to read. 

This is Gary Cooper's last pic- 
ture, to begin with, and what 
his charm was to moviegoers 
is as inexplicable as his famous 
smile. Cooper is an American 
employe in a British firm in 
London. A director of the firm 
is found stabbed one Friday 
night. Circumstantial evidence 
points to the company account- 
ant (Ray McAnally) and he 
gets a life sentence. Cooper is 
summoned as a star witness 
and tells the court what he 
saw on the night of the murder. 

The court believes him but 
his wife (Deborah Kerr) finds 
a number of things which make 
her feel uneasy about her hus- 
band, such as the accused man’s 
pointing a finger at him at the 
end of the trial, calling him a 
murderer who should be hanged 


in his place. She begins to 
suspect him seriously six years 
later when a letter whose 
delivery was delayed six vears 
as the result of a train holdup 
reaches their house and in it 
she finds a blackmaller’s threat 
to disclose the murderer's identi- 
ty. 

Grave mannered and inef- 
fectual as ever, Cooper helps 
very little to alleviate her sus- 
picions, though he touchingly 
tries hard. He tells her that 
he had made “a killing” in the 
stock market to account for his 
sudden acquisition of wealth 
practically synchronizing with 
the. date of the murder. He 
has a business partner (Michael 
Wilding) with whom he 
launches upon a highly success- 
ful venture immediately after 
the murder trial. 


Stilly when objectively viewed, 
he is only one of the four men 
who might have done it. Sus- 
picions make a monster out of 
any one, and any harmless 
creature could be made to look 
like a callous murderer by cer- 
tain ways of spotlighting him. 

Director Michael Anderson 
(“Around the World in 80 
Days”) does a credible job 
about a psychic state of sus- 
picion but his method of con- 
cealing the identity of the mur- 
derer, by showing only his legs, 
for instance, is gratuitous and 
irresponsible, the kind of act 
that lamentably, detracts from 
the film’s rather exciting end- 
ing.—F.S.

Reunion at Inn 

The current production how- 
ever does not emphasize this 
angie. Instead, the two most 
engaging characters in the play 
turn out to be not the hero and 
heroine (Shotaro Hanayagi and 
Yaeko Mizutani) but the Noh 
master and a Noh instrumental- 
ist accompanying the master on 
a trip. And the most engaging 
scenes involve the eccentricities 
of these two characters, In a 
wonderful rendition by veterans 
Ichijiro Oya and Hideo Fuji- 
mura. 

They wander into a seaside 
village one cold evening with 
the master (Oya) happily en- 
grossed in the famous old Edo 
period bawdy travelogue about 
the adventures of travelers 
Yajirobei and Kitahachi. He is 
intent on living out the adven- 
tures of the Edo travelers, much 
to the disgust of his companion 
who is in a hurry to reach the 
comfort of an inn. 

It is at this wayside inn 
that the reunion of all con- 
cerned takes place; but quite 
aside from the story line itself, 
these two old eccentrics make 
such fine entertainment that 
one could wish the whole play 
were about them. 

. ' Led to Rain 

“Onna no Kunsho” is the: 
dramatization of a novel by 
Toyoko Yamazaki which ran 
serially in a vernacular paper 
and was later made into a 
movie, It is a novel by a wom- 
an writer, writing rather cattily 
about.a viciously catty fashion 
designing society where the 
ambitious women go at each 
other tooth and nail in their 
rise to the top, and where the 
man who holds the purse 
strings takes each of the women 
in turn as it suits his calculating 
business purpose. 

The theme chosen by the 
writer is that a woman is led to 
ruin through her own ambition 
and vanity; but pettiness, hypoc- 
risy, sordidness and utter cat- 


*j}tiness rule the day. 


As for the play, it has Yaeko 
Mizutani in the role of the well- 
born woman who shows talent 
as a fashion designer and is 
cleverly utilized by an ambi- 
tious organizer and rake, Gen- 
shiro, ag the figure head around 
which to form a fashion school. 
Genshiro later expands the 
school into a flourishing gar- 
ment and fashion enterprise 
through seducing and utilizing 
each of Yaeko’s partner-col- 
leagues in turn. ‘ 

Big Fashion Show 

The piay includes a much 
publicized “fashion show” with 
fashions designéfby the Matsu- 
zakaya Department Store which 
is utilizing the mutual publicity 
to the hilt by carrying on a 
fashion exhibit at the store of 
the same fashions, bearing the 
name of the fictitious designer 
of the novel. In fact, the store 
sent out invitations to the ex- 
hibit from “Shikiko Oba of 
Seiwa Fashion School,” both 
oe gg straight out from the 


The play turns out to be 
rather sketchy, and each of the 
women is beautifully nasty 
but not particularly convincing 
ag characters. A non-Shim 
actor has been recruited for the 
role of Genshiro; and he is ob- 
noxious but not convincingly 
the suave and crafty man of no 
scruples that hie is meant to be. 

Kan Ishii seems definitely un- 
easy in the role of the wishy- 
washy gray-haired professor 
who has a more than ing in- 
terest in designer Yaeko, but 
who turns his back when he 
finds how embroiled she is in 
the mesh of the fashion business, 
and thereby becomes one of the 
direct causes of her suicide at 
the moment of what seems to 
be her moment of highest 
achievement and victory. Only 
Yaeko herself seems to live at 
least a part of the rele, but the 
sketchy and superficial depic- 
tion of a superficial world hard- 
ly gives her much chance,

Where Should I Play the Ball? 


A reader from California 
asks: “Are there any gen- 
eral rules for positioning the 
ball in the address?” 


Indeed there are! 

Using the No. 5 iron as the 
middle club in the set, you 
should play the ball midway 
between your two feet for a 
shot with this club as we il- 
lustrate. 


Then, for the shorter irons 
(No. 6 through No. 9 and the 
sand wedge), the ball should be 
played back more toward the 
right foot. The shorter the 
club, the closer you stand to 
the ball, and the more upright 
will be your swing. 

For the long irons (No. 2 
through No. 4) and for all 
wood shots, the ball shoulfbe 

layed further up toward the 
eft foot. For the driver, the 
longer club of all, the ball is 
played just opposite the left 
heel. For these-longer clubs,

Investments 


The fifth annual report of the 
International Finance Corpora- 
tion published yesterday shows 
that during the year there were 
nine new investments in seven 
countries totaling $6,159,000. 
The total 
to 40 in 18 countries totaling 
$44,387,705. The new IFC mem- 
bers are Nigeria and the Sudan 
while Cuba and the Dominican 
Republic have withdrawn. 


The gross income was $4,377,- 


681 and operating expenses 
$2,016,071. Net profit from 
sales of investments amounted 
to $422,000 and the accumulated 
reserve against losses to $10, 
599.802 

The report emphasizes that 
the IFC seeks to assist in the 
process of industrial growth In 
the various countries needing 
such assistance. It has not 
only supplemented much larger 
amounts of private capital, but 
has begun to draw private in- 
vestment funds into participa- 
tion. 

In 1960 at the fourth annual 
meeting of the board of govern- 
ofs, a proposal to change the 
charter of the IFC to enable in- 
vestment in capital stock was 
favorably received. The board 
of directors studiéd the pro- 
posal and in February 1961 it 
was formally submitted to the 
board of governors for a vote. 
The amendment requires the 
favorable votes of 60 of the 
governors exercising 56 of the

Mizuta Tells IMF of 
Liberalization Problems 


VIENNA (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Finance Minister Mikio Mizuta 
said Wednesday it was Japan's 
present aim to liberalize 90 per 
cent of “our imports by the 
end of September 1962.” 

He was addressing the World 
Bank and International Mone- 
tary Fund conference here. 

Mizuta added: “Liberalization 
of current invisible transactions 
is also being steadily pushed 
forward, and, following the gen- 
eral trend in the world, we are 
endeavoring to relax undue re- 
strictions on capital §§ trans- 
actions.” 

He went on: “However, in this 
regard, considerable difficulties 
are now foreseen, judging from 
the recent adverse balance of 
payments position and other re- 
lated problems. To meet this 
situation, my Government has 
already taken and will take ne- 
cessary effective measures. It 
is our earnest desire to do our 
best in overcoming the balance 
of payments difficulties and ex- 
pediting the liberalization pro- 
gram.” . 

Mizuta said: 

“In this respect, I wish to 
take this opportunity to refer 
to one problem which exerts 
adverse influence on our export 
trade. 

“As you well know, there are 
still a number of countries 
which discriminate against im- 


ports from Japan with or 
without invocation of Article 
35 of GATT. 


“It is regrettable that some 
countries of Article 8 status are 
still exer@ising such discrimina- 
tion. It is our sincere hope 
that such discriminatory prac- 
tices will be removed as soon 
as possible through the friendly 
cooperation of fellow gover- 
nors.” 


Mizuta said that currencies | .

“In this connection, it is my 
pleasure to see that my Govern- 
ment has made it possible that 
yen could play its role in the 
recent drawings from the fund, 
despite the unfavorable position 
of our balance of payments.

Mizuta said he told Black that 
the Japanese Government was 
exerting every effort to make 
suré of the October issuance of 
the bank bonds. 

Mizuta also told the press 
that negotiations for the 
issuance of 100 million mark 
bonds by the Osaka Prefectural 
and Municipal Governments in 
the West German market 
would begin soon. The bond 
issue was being planned to 
raise funds for development of 
the Osaka harbor areas. 

Negotiations for issuing Swiss 
franc bonds by the Japanese 
Government to refund = the 
Government bonds in pounds 
sterling, which are to mature 
next spring, had so far made 
little headway, he said. 

Finance Minister Mizuta said 
the Japanese Gavernment was 
not considering constriction of 
its foreign currency budget for 
imports. The budget would 
continue to provide abundant 
funds for imports, he said. 

Neither was the Government 
contemplating any restrictions 
on the import of foreign goods, 
he added. 


Joint Paper Firm

A joint Japan-U.S. company 
to produce paper for use as nap- 
kins and other purposes will 
be inaugurated in Tokyo Oct. 1, 
according to an announcement 
by the Sanyo Pulp Co., a lead- 
ing Japanese pulp producer.

At the moment, a major small 
business difficulty stems from 
monetary tightening.

The need is urgent for small 
Lusiness catching up on moder-

Current business expansion 
and prosperity give the impres- 
sion that big business and big 
business alone is responsible. 
But the Japanese economy has 
a wide base made up of myriads 
of small businesses which play 
important roles and on which 
big business depends so much. 
This may be realized in that 
numerically over 99 per cent of 
all business places have 300 
workers or less. é; 

In the commercial and ser- 
vice lines nearly all are small 
businesses with the exception 
of department stores and the 
big trading firms. This is true 
of manufacturing also. Besides, 
about 85 per cent of all work- 
ers belong to the small busi- 
nesses. And small businesses 
cover about half of the total out- 
put as well as shipment and ex- 
port. Big business dependence 
on small business subcontract- 
ing is well known. But this is 
largely due to advantageous 
management—as a means of 
cushioning the impact of cycli- 
cal business fluctuations and po- 
licy changes, even including 
financing. 

Although small business gets 
over half of all financial imsti- 
tutional loans, one must con- 
sider the large proportion of 
small businesses and the advan- 
tage that big business has by 
way of capital increase and de- 
benture issue for raising funds. 
And the larger portion of bank 
credits for small business comes 
from mutual loans and savings 
banks and credit associations, 
with city and local banks offer- 
ing little. A tight-money situa- 
tion causes minute screening of 
credits to small business by the 
commercial banks. Another 
difficulty is the growing labor 
shortage both young and tech- 
nical.

Not only are big bus- 
ness payments to small business 
being delayed but cash is de- 
clining and notes are rising 
together with lengthening of 
note terms.

Auto-Control 
Coal Digger 


The Soviet Union has intro- 
duced a remote-control method 
in digging for coal, a Japanese 
coal mining industry leader re 
ported yesterday. 


The report was given at a 


press conference by Naomi 
Nishijima, president of the 
Mitsubishi Mining Co., who 


recently returned from a coal- 
mining technological mission to 
the Soviet Union. 


The Russians placed special 
hope for the future in the effi- 
ciency of their hydraulic power 
coal mining method, he said. 


Nishijima suggested that 
Japanese colliery firms look into 
this method for application in 
mines here as part of their cur- 
rent efficiency drive. 


The Russian attempt to 
gasify underground coal has 
also advanced to the stage of 
practical supply of gas to urban 
areas, he reported. 

The average monthly coal 
output per miner in the Soviet 
Union reached 35.75 tons dur 
ing 1960 as compared with 20 
in Japan. 

The Soviets, however, still 
depend chiefly on heavy oil 
to cover the growth of indus- 
trial energy consumption be, 
cause coal is more costly than 
oil.

West German Election 
The outcome of the West German general election last 
Sunday can hardly be regarded as satisfactory to anyone. 
It is apparent that personal considerations rather than 
serious divergencies of opinion on public issues largely in- 


fluenced the electors. 


The verdict seems to imply. that 


85-year-old Chancellor Adenauer has lost some of his popu- 
larity although the reasons for this are not so evident. 
The largest opposition party, the Social Democrats, recent- 
y divested itself of the more decidedly socialistic elements 


in its program, 


including extensive nationalization of 


industrial enterprises, while the foreign policy of Herr 
Adenauer’s Christian Democrats and Mayor Brandt’s So 
cial Democrats are essentially the same. 

When we examine the final returns of the election we 
cannot fail to observe the difficult political position in 
which the result has left West Germany. 


The Christian Democrats polled 14,239,984 votes or 45.3 
per cent; the Social Democrats 11,406,253 or 36.3 per cent, 
‘ and the Free Democrats (the third major party) 4,009,988 


or 12.7 per cent. 


The remaining votes went to splinter 


parties, none of which gained the necessary five per cent 
vote to qualify for seats in the Diet. 

Consequently, it would seem that the only satisfactory 
. way for Chancellor Adenauer to remain in office is as the 


head of a coalition government. 


But in the present state 


of feeling among the political parties it is clear that it 
will not be easy—and perhaps impossible—for him to form 


such a government. 


Herr Brandt has suggested a coali- 


tion of all three parties that won parliamentary seats in 
the election but, .if his statements during his election cam- 
paign still hold good, he is not prepared to venture into 


a coalition 
office.

He has indicated that if a coalition with his party 


is not brought about he plans to continue to serve as 


mayor of West Berlin. 


Many Germans are reported to 


feel that he can give more useful service in this post than 


in a more ambitious one. 


A coalition with the Free Democrats could solve Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s dilemma if they would agree to serve 


under him but their leader,

tion. The political views on domestic issues of the Chris- 
tian Democrats and Free Democrats, and their outlook 
toward extreme socialistic ideas, are identical, but the latter 
party, although favoring continuance of.the alliance with 
the Western powers, is said to be ready to welcome better 
relations with the Communist bloc. 


The Christian Democrats’ 


leadership committee is re- 


ported to have already asked Herr Adenauer to run again 
as Chancellor, but to be elected in the ordinary course of 
events he must get a majority of votes in the Diet after 
being proposed by the Federal President. If the members 
stick to party discipline this would not be possible. There 
is, however, a constitutional provision that if a successful 
election cannot otherwise be obtained, the person obtain- 


ing the largest number of votes is elected. 


If the person 


so elected obtained the votes of the majority of the mem- 
bers, the President must appoint him within seven days of 
the election. If he did not obtain a majority, the President 
must within seven days either appoint him or dissolve the 


Diet and call a new general election. 


In this roundabout 


way it would be possible for Herr Adenauer to become 
Chancellor without the support of a majority in the Diet 
but he would, of course, have to face the difficulties attend- 
ant on carrying on a minority government. 


Herr Adenauer indicated 


Monday, following the elec- 


tien, that he would resist every attempt to oust him; he 
is confident in his own powers of leadership in the present 
critical period when the fate of Berlin and Germany re- 


mains in the balance. 


Many observers, both inside and 


outside Germany, feel that a change in the chancellorship 
at this juncture would be a blow to the Western powers 
and make it easier for Moscow“to push its aggressive plans. 

Although this change would be one of personality and 
not of policy, Herr Adenauer’s great prestige abroad and 
his firm and courageous attitude on international prob 
lems convey a sense of leadership which would be sorely 
missed if the present crisis were to deepen. Those who 
are inclined to question his suitability to retain the chan- 


cellorship on account of his 


great age can hardly fail to 


recognize that there is no other public man in present-day 


Germany of equal stature. 


The loss of “Der Alte” could 


have untoward psychological effects.

WASHINGTON The 
campaign of Gov. Nelson Rocke- 
Neller of New York for the 1964 
Republican Presidential nomina- 
tion is now all but officially 
opened, three years ahead of 
the nominating convention. 

It is being immensely aided 
by self-induced disarray among 
Democrats in New York City. 
They have just managed to 
work what will almost certain- 
ly turn out to be a disaster 
for the national Democratic 
Party. Their savagely irrespon- 
sible fight for the Democratic 
mayoraity nomination has led 
to these three things: 

(1) The renomination of the 
amiably incompetent and weak 


incumbest, Mayor Robert. F. 
Wagner. His reelection in 
November—assuming he can 


beat his Republican challenger, 
Louls Lefkowitz—will do the 
Democrats nationally no real 
good anyhow. 


(2) The destruction of any- 
thing resembling an effective 
city Democratic organization by 
the defeat of bosses who had 
made Wagner in the first place 
and upon whom he turned at 
the bidding of his new masters, 
the Reform Democrats. 


(3) The inevitable elevation, 
out of all this Democratic Party 
rubble, of Rockefeller himself. 
His people can now fairly 
claim, for the first time, that 
he is clearly moving up against 
Richard M. Nixon for the Presi- 
dential nomination. 


Handed this gift by his De- 
mocratic opposition in New 
York, the governor is naturally 
acting swiftly to exploit the 
situation. He is following the 
example which was set by 
President Kennedy himself in 
going out frankly for the nomi- 
nation at least three years 
ahead of the 1960 Democratic 
convention. For Rockefeller 
now; as for Kennedy then, the 
tactic is that of Gen. Bedford 
Forrest of the Confederacy—to

The governor's present moves 
are all in one direction. Well 
aware that he has long since 
had the support of liberal Re- 
publicans, he is reaching out 
for the conservatives and reru- 
lars.

His problem is to dislodge 
enough of them from Nixon's 
side to turn the balance.

First, he reversed his field in 
the recent fight over President 
Kennedy's request for long-term 
financing authority in the for- 
eign aid program. The original 
Rockefeller statement was uni- 
versally interpreted here as 
favoring the Kennedy plan. 
conservative, regular 
Republicans were outraged. 
The governor then came in 
with another message which in 
substance took their side, and 
not Kennedy's. 


Now, he has followed up with 
the first of what are to be 
many private get-togethers with 
the Republican leaders of Con- 
gress—with whom Nixon, up 
to now, has had incomparably 
the inside track. This introduc- 
tion of Rockefeller into the con- 
servative GOP leadership club 
of Congress was arranged in:a 
luncheon the other day with 
Sen. Everett McKinley Dirksen 
of ILllinois, the Republican 
Senate leader, and Rep. Charles 
Halleck of Indiana, the Repub- 
lican House leader. 


Dirksen and Halleck are the 
very symbols of that Mid- 
western Republicanism w®ich 
has been much less than friend- 
ly to Rockefeller.

EARLY TO RISE by Nobert 
Luciano, Published by Dragon- 
fly Books, Hongkong. 132 pages. 


Heralded as “a novel of 
today’s China,” Early to Rise by 
Nobert Luciano is a brief, 
amusing chronicle of present- 
day life im a typical Red 
Chinese village. 


The Shanghal-born Filipino 
author unfolds his satirical tale 
in a simple, straightforward but 
effective style. Romance and 
pathos also find their way into 
the story, but it is the tongue- 
in-cheek attitude of the writer 
that keeps the narrative lively 
and interesting throughout. 


Beneath the humor and satire, 
however, one feels the eternal 
resistance of the Chinese peas- 
ant against the dehumanizing 
Communists, struggling to keep 
their souls free. For as Precious 
Jade says, “To derive even the 
least joy from the natural 
things, one has to pay the price, 
a bit of the soul at a time, 
piece by piece, until one day 
one discovers there is no more 
left.” 


Comrade Chen, district de- 
‘puty secretary, pays an inspec- 
tion visit to Big Head village to 
push communal reform , meas- 
ures, to “enlighten” reaction- 
aries' and to further enlist the 
people's aid in helping to build 
the New China. In reality, he 
cuts down on their food rations 
and forces them to work two 
more hours in the fields—18 
hours in all. At the same time, 
-he pressures the ambitious fe- 
male boss of the village, Full 
Moon, to sleep with him and ap- 
propriates wine, fish and pork 
for himself, while the peasants 
eat boiled banana skins, sweet 
potatoes, vegetable leaves and 
rice. 


But the peasants aren't al- 
*ways so easily pushed around. 
There are times when they can 
stand up and fight back as 
when the deputy secretary 
barks “Food, food, food! Is that 
all you can think of? Is that 
all you live for?” and a peasant 
replies, “No, but we've got to 
start with that if we're going to 
live for anything else.” 


In a more comic bit of resis- 
tance, the village militia are put 
through their paces and ordered 
to defend themselves against a 
simulated enemy air attack by 
scattering and lying flat. Scru- 
pulously, they pick out the 
drier, cleaner places, but they're 
commanded to crawl back to 
the rougher sections. In the 
process several of the men have 
their baggy pants pulled down 
by scraggly bushes, much to the 
dismay of the Communist offi- 
cials. 


But it is perhaps through the 
love of Ming and Precious Jade 
that the author sees hope for 
the eventual ‘survival’ of the 
dignity of man in spite of the 
soul-destréying system. 


“It was enough and more 
than enough in these times to 
be certain that you were loved 
and by such a man as Ming 
who still valued the mind and 
heart of the individual,” Pre- 
cious Jade realizes. And though 
the two unspoiled lovers part at 
the end, it is with a firm belief 
that they will be reunited in 
the not-too-distant future. 


Early to Rise is no earthshak- 
ing work and at times does little 
more than scratch the surface 
of the peasant mind, but it is 
both amusing _and interesting. 
Moreover, as one of the first 
novels about Red China to ap- 
pear on the. literary scene, it 
should find a large and eager 
audience.—Andy Adams

Kono’s major duties there are 
to receive state guests and for- 
eign dignitaries visiting the 
Kansai area, maintaining as- 
sociation with Kansai financial 
leaders and keeping them in- 
formed on diplomatic matters. 


Kono, a native of Tokyo, is 
considered well qualified for the 
new job which calls for him to 
act as a liaison man between the 
Foreign Office and Osaka finan- 
cial circles which have shown 
great interest in promoting 
trade with Southeast Asia, the 
Near East and Africa because of 
his knowledge of these areas.
